It was the fist definite step following 
discussions in the cloak rooms and lobbies 


since the president’s message was sub- 
mitted yesterday, by many members who 
were for immediate and aggressive action. 
Up to this afternoon the sentiment was a 
half-conceuled but strong feeling against 
voting money for Cuban relief unless ac- 
companied by action to stop the war. 

The meeting was held with a view 
to accomplishing the unqualified re- 
moval of the Spanish troops from Cu- 
ba and the prompt armed intervention 
in the affairs of that island. 

Late this afternoon it was decided to call 


a meeting immediately after adjournment 
The word was quietly passed around, but 
many who are enthusiastically in favor of 
intervention failed of notification, though 
the number present would be sufficiently 
large by consolidation with the democratic 
forces to carry out a programme. Repre- 
sentative Hopkins, as chairman, briefly 
stated the objects of the meetings. 

He indicated his disappointment 
that the president’s message carried no 
outline of definite responsive policy 
toward Spain, and saii that he did not 
believe further delay shouid be 
brooked. 

He, however, thought the administration 
might have another day or two within 
which to act, and failing to do so that 
COrgress should take the matter into its 
own hands independently and at once. He 
favored action looking to Cuban independ- 
ence, but made no specific suggestions as 
to the method of its accomplishment. ‘ 

Ri presentitive Tawney, of Minnesota, an~- 
other member of the ways and means com- 
Mittee, said this country should not stop 
short of seeing the absolute independence 
of Cuba. He referred to efforts to have 
the matter brought directly before the 
house and said he wished to secure a reso- 
lution for the prompt consideration of the 
question on the floor. 

Representative Belknap, of Illinois, who 
favors immediate decisive action, took the 
floor to ask a number of questions tending 
to bring out the sentiment of the meeting 
and the policy to be followed. Various 
Views were presented as to the best means 
for securing action, though the feeling that ; 
ho action other than the cessation of hos- | 
tilities on the island and absolute inde- 
bendence, apparently was unanimous. 

Marsh Denounces Spain. 

Representative Marsh, of Illinois, chair- 
man of the committee of militia, made 4 
Vigorous speech in which he denounced | 
Spain as the proven culpable party to the 
blowing up of the Maine. He had hitherto 
laken a most conservative view of ape | 
situation and had not believed it would 
be shown that Spain had had a hand in 
the explosion. Now he said he would put 
an end of Spanish rule by immediate in- 
lervention and a formal recognition of 
Cuban independence just as early aS COD™ 
&\ss could act. His references to Spanish 
Policies as to reconcentrados and other 
Phases of the war were formally applauded.

The 
present programme is to present to Speak- 
er Reed evidence that:-a large majority 
favors the step and the Cuban sympathiz- 
ers believe that once convinced of the 
numbers enlisted in its Support he will 
yield to them. It is also proposed to com- 
muniecate their sentiment to President Mc- 
Kinley. The step today is expected to bear 
fruit in important action in the house 
Thursday.

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THEY WILL DECIDE FOR WAR. 
Senate Committee Will Report Resolu- 
tion for Intervention. 
Washington, March 29.—Much interest is 
felt in the meeting of the senate committee 
on foreign re‘ations called for 1:30 o’clock 
tomorrow consider the various resolu- 
tions introduced in the senate today. The 
only question of doubt is whether the com- 
mittee will take action at its sitting to- 

morrow. 

In view of the records of the members of 
the cOmmittee on the Cuban question end 
their present attitude there is no unrcer- 
tainty that their action will be prono.unced- 
ly favorable to the Cubans. It is too early 
to say what form as to the phraseology the 
resolution to be reported will take, but the 
members of the committee individ'rally 
spoken with express the opinion that it 
will declare for forcib’e intervention. Such 
is the purport of all the resolutions intro- 
duced today and the general feeling is that 
any radical action would be of'no avail and 
devoid of meaning in view.of the former 
action of the senate. The committee may 
accept the form of one of the resolutions 
presented or formulate a new one. 

Senator Gray, of Delaware, is the only 
member of the committee who did nvi vcte 
for the recognition of belligerency and in- 
dependence when the resolutions for this 
purpose were formerly before the commit- 
tee, but the fact is recalled by other com- 
mitteemen that at the recent meeting he 
expressed the opinion that intervention 
would be necessary. 

On the other hand Senator Morgan ap- 
pears to be disposed now to regard the 
president’s wishes to the extent of opposing 
precipitate action without careful inquiry 
beforehand. 

If the committee does not reach a con- 
clusion ‘tomorrow it will be asked to 
daily until something can be agreed upun. 

It is considered possibie that the testi- 
mony before the Maine court may be ofil- 
cially examined in committee before ac- 
tion is taken and if this course is }ursued 
it is not probable that one sitting w:ll suf- 
fice to reach a conclusion. Other contend 
that the Maine testimony is unnecessary to 
the consideration of the real question at 
issue and that the resolutions should be 
taken up immediately upon the assembling 
of the committee. 

The senators favoring intervention think 
if they can secure prompt action by the 
committee the senate will also take up the 
question and dispose of it soon, but this is 
by no means certain, as any resolution re- 
ported is almost sure to secure considerable 


debate.

Spaniards in Mexico Declare They Will 
Raid the Lone Star State. 
Carrizo, Tex., March 29.—A well-planned 
filibustering expedition into Texas was 
frustrated by information furnished to 
the Mexican au‘horities by Sheriff Gaines, 

of this county. 

Mexican officials at Guerrero, Mexico, ar- 
rested Joayuin Marti, a Spaniard from Ha- 
vana, and two accomplices. The Mexican 
trcops captured a courier of Marti's with 
letters giving full data of the intended 
raid. One of the leaders was arrested at 
Monterey on telegraphic orders from Guer- 
rero. 

The crossing was to have been made at 
Carrizo on the breaking out of hostilities 
between Spain and the United States. 
Robbery v-as the cbject of the expedition. 
Mexican troops ‘are now hunting ovarties 
implicated. Some 400 men were ready to 
cross armed and mounted. Mexican cay- 
alry is now patrolling the river front.

Washington, March 29.—(Specia].)—Within 
the next forty-eight hours definite steps 
will have been taken by one house of con- 
gress or the other toward recognizing the 
independence of Cuba.

Negro soldiers compose this regiment en- 
tirely, with the exception of the officers, 
who are white. There are 43 negroes in 
the regiment, all of them well trained to 

he service an@ some of them having had 
experience in the Indian campaigns in the 
west. 

Atlanta will be the first stopping place of 
the negro regiment, after it leaves its 
present station in Montana The soldiers 
will be here within the next few days, and 
after being here a short time will be sent 
on to St. Augustine, where regimental 
headquarters will be established. Two 
companies will be left there and the six 
other companies will be sent to the Dry 
Tortugas. 

That hostilities are expected by the gov- 
ernment is certain, and is proven by the 
dAransfer of this regiment, which is by far 
the most significant action yet taken. It 
is said in Washington that the troops are 
being sent south so that they will be con- 
venient should it be determined to land 
forces in Cuba. 

The negro soldiers are sent because they 
are better able to stand the climate of the 
gulf than the white soldiers. It is said that 
the war department intends to use negro 
soldiers as far as is practicable in the 
southern campaign. There are at present 
2,188 negro soldiers in the army, and this 
number will be increased by the addition 
of volunteers. Recruits of colored soldiers 
will be sought and the colored branch of 
the army made as large as pussible. The 
negroes fre proud to be soldiers, and they 
do their best. 

There are three other regiments of negro 
soldiers, and it is expected that they will 
be moved forward to some point in the 
the gulf, under General 
in a few days. The officers at 
Washington have been making particular 
inquiries regarding the negro militia com- 
panies of the south, with a view to supple- 
menting through them the duty assigned to 
those regiments at the extreme southern 
points on the Atlantic and gulf coasts, 

Colonel Burt in Command. 

The Twenty-fifth regiment is commanded 
by Colonel A. 8S. Burt, who ts one of the 
best officers in the army. The soidiers of 
the regiment are now divided three 
different forts. Four companies are sta- 
tioned at Fort Missoula, M®n.; two are at 
Fort Harrison and two at Fort Assiniboine. 
They were in the Indian campaign, and 
made excellent soldiers. Army officers say 
negroes made excellent fighting ma- 
terial when led-by brave and able officers. 
The regiment has stationed in the 
northwest for eighteen years. 

The only negro officer in the service of 
army is Lieutenant Young, of the 
Ninth cavalry, who is at present under as- 
signment for duty at a negro college in 

The three regiments of negro 
other than the Twenty-fifth are 
y-fourth infantry, now at Fort Doug- 
ded by Colonel!

Other Movements Made. 

In addition to the transfer of the negro 
regiment, different companies in the north 
west have been moved about, and the 
result of these seems to be the 
concentration, of the troops near the coast 
cities. 

The Tenth infantry left Fort Reno yes- 
terday at noon and shipped their howitzers. 
The guns were sent over the Rock Island 
road, and while the officials refuse to give 
any information, it is understood that the

Orders are issued almost every day for 
the transfer of various companies, and 
companies are on the move from one fort 
to another. 

General Graham, commander of the de- 
partment of the gulf, who has been in St.

Mr. Mason delivered his speech with all 
the vigor and fire of which he is capable. 
the intensity of the feéling of those in 
the galleries was evidenced by the storm 
of applause which was elicited by his dec- 
laration that he was for war. 
Mason Pleads for Cubans. 

Mr. Mason began by declaring that he 
did not mean any disrespect either to the 
alministration or the committee on foreign 
relations, when he said he was tired of 
the dilatory tactics that had been employ- 
ed for three years to prevent any assist- 
ance frcm the United States to the gstarv- 
ing Cubans. He contiaued: 

“Mcre than two years ago the plan of 
the Spanish government to starve the wo- 


men and children and non-combatants 
Was begun. LIvery intelligent man, wo- 


man and child was informed of it through 
the ordinary channels of information, the 
papers, and by the statements of those 
interested, @ay after day, week after 
week, month after month and year after 
year, and received practically no attention 
from this government until some members 
of this body visited the scene of death and 
distress and sent back their words of 
honor that no picture had been drawn by 
the press that fully stated the horrors of 
the situation. : 

“Then the gentlemen and newspapers, 
who had pretended, at least, to discredit 
those statements in this body, began to 
talk about it as though it was a new dis- 
covery, 

“Within ninety miles of our shore 
for two years they have continued to 
murder women and children. 


“When, nearly a year ago, I called atten- 
tion to the situation as given at the time 
and since corroborated by four of our col- 
leagues upon this floor from personal ob- 
servations, the statement was received with 
cheers by many of my colleagues and I 
nad the pleasure of being insulted. over 
the wire by stock brokers and scalpers in 
the markets. For tWo years the process 
of imprisonment of the reconcentradoes and 
their starvation had proceeded, yet any 
one who dared to ¢a}] attention to the 
fact has had to withstand the assaults of 
those controlling the press. who denied in 
their ed columns the news they 

rintead in their news columns, 

“Thousands have been starved, mil- 
lions of dollars of our legitimate com- 
merce have been swept from the high 
seas, and the man who worships the 
eagle on the dollar but does not see 
the one on _ his flag, says: 

“Be silent, think of the horrors of war 
and dangers to business.’ 

“When order of concentration came 
they scooped at least 900 American citizens 
With the reconcentradoes and refused to 
allow them to go out and earn a legiti- 
mate and honest living. It amounted to 
imprisonment; we claimed so at the time, 
yet many professed not to believe. until 
the honorable senator from Vermont de-

“The day closed and she rode the harbor, 
a messenger of peace. No message had 
been sent by our executive inconsistent 
with the national honor of Spain. Our 
only offer was to try and restore peace, 
alike honorable to all. Our treasury has 
been opened to feed our people. Definite 
plans were not even suggested by the pres!i- 
dent, fearing to injure our relations with 
Spain.

Tribute to Earle. 

Mr. iiiman, of South Carolina. in ace 
cordance with previous notice, presented 
resdiutions concerning the death of the late 
Joseph A. Earle, a senator from South 
Carolina. EFulogies upon Senator Earle 
were delivered by Messrs. McLaurin. Chan- 
dier, Clay, Spooner, Chilton. Cannon, Ken- 
ney, McEnery and Tillman. 

One of the most remarkable eulogies prob- 
ably ever delivered in the senate was that 
pronounced by Mr. Tillman. He and Sen- 
ator Earle had been jong time political an- 
tagonists and in the common acceptance of 
the term had never been friends or polit- 
ical allies. 

Mr. Tillman then reviewed what he said 
Was one of the most remarkable political 
Campaigns ever waged—that for the guber- 
natorial nomination in the Palmetto State 
in 18%, in which he and General Earle 
were rival candidates. In the campaign 
the reform movement, headed by Mr. Till.

Hunting for Jewelry.

The 
information was received from a friend 
of the family and notices were at once 
issued by Chief Slaughter describing the 
jewelry and requesting that it be sent to 
him at once if found. These notices, it is 
understood, were distributed among pawn 
brokers. 

The jewelry described in the notices is 
as follows: 

One diamond ring, one and one-half to 
two carats; one diamond ring one to one 
and one-fourth carats; one lady’s double 
case watch with bird on back of case, 
small diamond in bird’s beak representing 
grain of sand; long neck chain with gold 
charm, representing hand, diamond between 
fingers of hand. 

If the detectives can discover this jewel- 
ry it will be an important clew and will 
doubtless aid them very materially in the 
working of the case. It was said yester- 
day that the watch belonging to old man 
Briley had been found, but Chief Slaughter 
says this was burned in the house. 

Relative Heard From. 

Undertakers Hillburn & Bowden yester- 
day morning received a telegram from 
Thomas Bedding, a railroad man of Louis- 
ville, Ky., stating that he is a brother-in- 
law of Mrs. Briley and will arrive in the 
city today. 

The bodies of the old couple have not 
yet teen buried and will be held until the 
arrival of Bedding. He will probably make 
arrangements for the funeral and give 
information in regard to the amount of 
money and, property owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
Briley. 

Son Not Yet Heard From. 

Henry Briley, the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Briley, has not yet been heard from and 
the police are unable to locate him. In- 
formation has been received that he lost 
his position about one month ago and has 
since that time received various amounts 
of money from his father. The detectives 
will probably continue their efforts to lo- 
cate him. 

The evidence of Mrs. Reid, who was an 
intimate friend of the Brileys, is not con- 
sidered by the detectives to be very im- 
portant. She did not appear before the 
coroner's jury yesterday, but will probably 
be called on when the jury meets again 
next Friday. 

A policeman is assigned to duty at the 
burned house every night and keeps con- 
tinual guard over the place.

HE NOW LEAVES FOR FLORIDA 


He Is Traveling Incognito Under the 
Title of Comte d’Ethy. 


HE WILL WRITE A BOOK ABOUT US 


In It He Will Give His Impressions of 


America and Americans—May | 
Not Tour Georgia. 


Brunswick, Ga., March 29.—(Special.)— 
Prince Leopold, of Belgium, and party, 
composed of Lieutenant Colonel Junzbo- 
luth, Dr. Melis and the counselor to the 
Belgian legation at Washington, M. 
Maurice Joostens, have been spend- 
ing a few days on Jeky) island. They left 
this morning for St. Augustine, Fla., and 
will also visit Palm beach. 

The prince is traveling incognito under 
the name of Comte d@’Ethy. After being 
entertained at Washington by President 
McKinley, he began a tour of the- United 
States. He is accepting no private invita- 
tions, but came to Jekyl island as a guest 
of the club on the card of Mr. Robert W.

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The Issue That “Dies” and Yet Lives. 

We are now witnessing the bi-month- 
ly “dying out of the silver question.” 
This wonderful performance, as usual, 
is taking place in the editorial rooms of 
the plutocratic press. It seems that a 
traweling correspondent of one of these 
organs met a man in the road in lili- 
nois, and told him howdy. The man 
howdied, and suggested something 
abibut the weather. The cornrespon- 
dent, not being satisfied with this, asked 
the man whither the road led. “Irom 
here to the eross-roads,” answered the 
man. “but at the cross-roads it branches 
out an’ goes every whichaway.,” 

This was more satisfactory, for the 
correspondent clapped spurs to his horse 
and galloped to the nearest telegraph 
station, whence he sent a thousand- 
word dispatch announcing that “the sil- 
ver question is dying out in al! parts of 
the country.” As a result, we find it 
“dying out” in all the plutocratic organs 
This “dying out” business is a great 
deal too numerous to count its anniver- 
saries, and there is no need to go back 
to history to verify dates. 

The silver question was ‘dead’ in 
1892, “dying out” in 1894, “‘dead”’ in 1896 
and “dying out” in 1898. This being so 
we wonder that the plutocratic press 
concerns itself so far as to keep silver’s 
memory green. It is queer that the 
editors have never been led to suspect 
that the whole financia! question, which 
is inseparably «ennected with silver, 
gets at least a part of its vitality from 
the conspicuous manner in which they 
advertise it. 

The fact is, however, that the talk 
of war only makes the silver question 
more important. Of all national issues 
it is the only one thatjis sure to be 
found at the bottom of all political dis- 
cussion. If the talk is about war, you 
hear the plutcrratic editors ask with a 
shiver, “But won’t war involve a 
pension of gold payments and bring us 
plump to a silver basis, or, what is 
worse to a paper basis?’’ Let the talk 
be about the prospects of currency re- 
form. or the effects of the tariff, and 
behold! our old friend. the silver ques- 
tion, bobs up as chipper and as ready 
for a frolic as a kitten. 

Does a man want to run for governor? 
Very well: the first thing he must do is 
to announce where he stands on the sil- 
ver question. Does he want any other 
important office? He must tell the 
voters how he feels in regard to the re- 
monetization of silver. This, of course 
does not interfere with the regular bi- 
monthly “dying out” of the silver ques- 
tion in the organs: but it shows that 
the people are neither dead nor sleeping 

Wars and rumors of war mav. come 
and go: the “honor” and “integrity” of 
the nation may he talked of by those 
who wouldn’t know national integrity if 
they met it in the road; “sound’’ money 
mav form the subject of voluminous ed- 
itorial articles, and numerous pamphlets, 
but the silver question continues to, he 
alive among the 6.500.000 who voted for 
free coinage. The intelligent white 
voters of the land voted to remonetize 
silver by a majority of more than a mil- 
lion.

We are glad to observe the tone of

On the other hand, the south finds 
her factories surrounded by the cotton 
fields. and is provided with coal in the 
immediate neighborhood: with which to 
stock her furnaces. Grantine these two 
facts alone, the odds- are heavily 
against New Eneland. But when in 
addition, cheaper labor confronts her 
manufacturers than is possible in her 
own rigorous climate, what may be 
of the outlook? lor the lower and 
medium grades of cotton goods, if not, 
indeed, for the more expensive as well 
as the bulk of production, must sooner or 
later swing from New England to the 
south.”

The Dry Goods Chron- 
icle has evidently studied the industrial 
situation thoroughly. 

We are not surprised that the pro- 
nounced advantages which this section 
of the country offers should meet with 
favor in the eyes of those who have 
formerly condemned us, but we do re- 
joice most heartily that our resources 
are at last receiving some degree of rec- 
ognition. The south is not some iso- 
lated and remote region, but is part and 
parcel of.this great country, and what- 
ever benefits the south must also benefit 
the country.

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The State of Texas. 


Immigration has continued steadily to 
pour its tides into the state of Texas 
for more than fifty yeers past, and vet 
there is still room within the borders 
of the state for twenty times the popu- 
lation which it now contains. 

Some idea of the contributions which 
the various states and territories of the 
union have made to the building up of 
Texas may be derived from the interest- 
ing data which some one has recently 
compiled upon the subject. 

To quote from this authority, the pop- 
ulation of the state in 1290 ageregat- 
ed 2,035,843 inhabitants. Of this num- 
ber 1,594,466, or 71 per cent, were na- 
tive-born American whites; 448.161. or 
22 per cent, were negroes, and 152.956. 
or 7 per cent, were foreigners, Of the 


said |

1,594,466 native-born American whites, 
989,908, or 62 per cent; were born in the 
state of Texas; 604,723, or 32 per cent, 
were born in the various other southern 
states; 57,519, or 3.6 per cent, were born 
in the western states; 20,108, or 1.26 per 
cent, were born in the northern states, 
and 17,759, or 1.12-per cent, were born 
in localities unknown. 

These. figures show that the southern 
states have contributed more largely to 
the building up of Texas than have the 
states of any other gection of the coun- 
try. Out of the 504,723 immigrants 
which Texas had derived from the vari- 
Ougs southern states up to 1890, Tennes- 
see furnished 97,348 Alabama 83,144. 
Mississippi 59,982, Georgia 54,597, Mis- 
sourt 43,814, Arkansas 43,018, Kentucky 
40,609, Louisiana 28,387, North Carolina 
17,325, Virginia 15,674, South Carolina 
14,594, Florida 2,710, Maryland 1,915 and 
West Virginia 1,141. 

While up to 1890 Texas had derived 
from the various southern states 504,723 
immigrants, she had contributed from 
her own borders to these states up to 
1890 only 30,317 immigrants. 

Of course the population of Texas is 
more largely made up of immigrants 
than is the population of almost any 
other state in the union; but within the 
last few years copious streams of west- 
ern life have been pouring into Georgia, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Tennessee, Ken- 
tucky and other southern states, and 
what is true of Texas in the immigrant 
character of its population is destined 
to become true in time of the other 
states of this section. 

The Sugar Industry. 

The object lesson which Germany pre- 
sents to us in the manufacture of beet 
sugar is worthy of some consideration 
on our part. 

Twenty-five years ago Germany im- 
ported almost every pound of sugar con- 
sumed within her borders; today she 
manufactures so much sugar that in ad- 
dition to supplying her own domes-ic 
wants she is able to make large ship- 
ments annually to foreign markets. 

At the present time the sugar indus- 
try in Germany embraces 399 establish- 
ments. These establishments consume 
annually 13,721,600 tons of beets, and 
produce therefrom 1,738,885 tons of su- 
gar. Until Germany forged to the 
front in the manufacture of beet sugar, 
France. enjoyed the distinction of being 
the great European center of this im- 
portant industry. Indeed, the industry 
sprung up in France originally, and the 
great Emperor Napoleon is given the 
credit of its introduction. 

Since Germany has forged ahead of 
France in the manufacture of beet su- 
gar, what is to prevent the United States 
from forging ahead of Germany? Our 
soil produces in abundance the finest 
quality of sugar beets, and there is no 
reason why we should not pluck from 
termany the prestige which she has 
plucked from France in the manufacture 
of beet sugar. 

Eut in addition to its preduction of 
sugar beets, this country is also rich 
in its production of sugar cane, and 
there is absolutely no reason why the 
United States should not be able to sup- 
ply the wants of the entire globe. 
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The formation of new silver clubs 
convinces Editor Merrick, of Washing- 
ton, that the issue ig in constant need 
of repair. Did it ever occur to Editor 
Merrick that a large majority of the 
white voters of the country voted for 
free coinage in 1896? This is a big bone 
for his humor to gnaw on.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The serfous illneas of Lord Salisbury 3s 
regarded by many as the precursor of his 
enforced retirement from British politics. 
Indeed, The Chicago Inter Ocean has al- 
ready placed the broken down premier in 
the catalogue of back numbers. This {fg 
what the Chicago paper says: 

“The passing of Lord Salisbury from ac- 
tive participation in the foreign affairs. of 
Great Britain removes the last of what may 
be called the Bismarckian group from Eu- 
ropean politics. It marks the end ofa 
diplomatic epoch resplendent with the ge- 
nius of the Iron Chancellor, Prince Gort- 
ehakof, Crispi, Disraeli, Kalnoky, Andras- 
sy and Thiers. Disraeli, Gortchakof and 
Bismarck were ministers and diplomatists 
of the first class. Disraeli secured for 
Britain the comtrol of the Suez canal. trans- 
formed India from a posseasion to an em- 
pire, and originated that scheme of impe- 
federation of autonomous coloniea to 
advocacy and promotion of which 
Chamberlain has succeeded. Bismarck had 
a yet grander theater for ‘the display of his 
more powerful genius; the conversion of a 
congerics of petty prineipalities into a 
majestic empire if an achieveraent with 
few parallels in history. Gortchakof’s part 
in history-making was less showy. He was 
a Successful diplomatist rather than a con- 
Structive Statesman. Andrassy, Kalnoky 
and Crispi were men of power and action, 
but they shone mostly in the reflection of 
the epoch-making man of iron. 

“Great Britain hag no well-trained man 
to Succeed Salisbury in the foreign office. 
Chamberlain alon of the British states 
men of the day is original and aggressive 
and he is tolerated rather than followed by 
the old conservatives. It is likely that the 
auke of Devonshire, better known by his 
old title of marquis of Hartington, will euc- 
ceed Salisbury as forelgn minister. But 
Devonshire, like Chamberlain, is not an 
original conservative; he is one of the old 
whigs who left Gladstone when the home- 
rule question was made uppermost in the 
liberal party. The chief Seats ina so-called 
conservative geovernment now are held bv 
iiberal unionists. Salisbury May be the last 
of the oid tory school of Statesmen. He is 
today the one reminder in public life of a 
bygone period, a period of empire-making 
War and turmoil, a period tha might be 


called fittingly the golden age of latter-day 
diplomacy.”’

ashore. England’s victory is claimed by 
some to be due to God, by others to be dus 
to the sea, by others to be due to Britisp! 
pluck. However that may be, the armada 
seemed to be doomed from the first. Boon 
after sailing it was dispersed by a storm 
that ripped its masts from their sockets 
and tore its sails like rotten rags. It r¢, 
turned, concentrated once more, and again 
sallied forth in the following July. When. 
Phillip began to get his armada together 
England had thirty ships. By “the time the 
armada sailed this number had been ma- 
terlally increased, chiefly by merchant ships 
converted into cruisers. This fleet wag 
manned by 17,000 good and indifferent gsafj- 
ors, but the commanders were he bravest, 
boldest and most skilled mariners in the 
world. Lord Howard of Effingham was the 
head of the navy, and under him were 
such noted sailors and fighters as Sir Frans- 
cis Drake, Hawkins, Frobisher and some 
others who, as honorable and fearless bre. 
caneers, had filled the royal coffers with 
good Spanish gold. In all the wild hig- 
tory of the sea there is no man go pictu- 
resque as Sir Francis Drake. 


Howard waited until he was warned that 
the armada was in sight and would soon 
pass Plymouth. In July the Spaniards 
were seen standing up the channel. The.

turned and sailed up the channel, with 


Drake and Howard at their heels. For six 
days, driven by English shot, the arma; 
da retreated. Not once did the action 
take on the dignity of a battle. The’ Spat- 
lards did not strike a single blow. Two 
weeks later the @uke drew in at Calais, 
but Howard routéd him into the open by 
sending ships set on fire into his precincts. 
Howard ordered Drake to pursue, and 
the fearless buccaneer would have eaten 
up the Spanish had his munition, Peld 
out. As it was, he had peppered 5,00 of 
them dead. The armada was beaten. Me- 
dina Sidonia decided to return to Spain 
around Scotland and Ireland. As they 
rounded another storm struck them. They 
saw in this the hand of their God and were 
overcome with great fear. But prayers 
availed not. Their ships became lacerated 
by the wind and wave. Many of them 
were driven onto the west coast cf Ire 
land and there were ground to pieces and 
swallowed up by the sea. Their soldiers 
and sailors and priests who escaped the 
wet death of the ocean fell into the hands 
of men who cut their throats promptly 
and pleasantly, without benefit of shrift.

The armada returned to Spain tobe 
crated by its own people. 


A full account of this, one of the great- 
est of naval incidents and certainly the 
largest and most disastrous in the history 
of Spain, is preserved in a book pre 
and published by King Phillip just about 
the time the great fleet sailed, LordePUF 
leigh secured a copy of this work in May 
1588, and-thus England was given 4n ope 
tunity to prepare for the attack.

The general registration law now of force 
Was approved by the governor on Decem- 
ber 17, 1894.

It 
provides that voters’ books shall be kept 
by the tax collector and that from such 
books lists shall be made out each thirty 
days from Janunary Ist of each year and 
that Such lists shall be filed with the coun- 
ty registrars. That the names of quali- 
fied votes should be made publie and suh- 
ject to a rigid scrutiny is of vital import- 
ance not only to the respective candidates 
but to the public.

Stringent rules were 
Prescribed, the only object of which was 
to purify the ballot box. These lists, as 
prepared by the tax collector, are to be 
scrutinized by other county officials and 
the list ultimately reduced to the proper 
plane. To more efficiently accomplish this 
result it was specifically enacted that the 
lists and voters’ books should be open to 
the reasonable inspection of any citizen 
of the county.

Fulton county jail for safe keeping. 
Yesterday morsing’ the officers of Doug- 
las county, it 's understood, received in-. 


formation to the effect that an armed band | 


would attack the jail last night for the 
purpose of Inching the two prisoners. On 
account of this they were brought to At- 
lanta. They feft Mouglasville yesterday 
morning On a freight train and arrived in 
Atlanta during the afternoon. 

The case of these two men has caused 
much excitement in Douglas county, it is 
understood, and has been the sensation of 
the day in that section of the state. The 
charge against them is that they performed 
a criminal operation on Miss McGuire, a 
step-daughter of Taylor. 

Taylor and Dr. Gardner were ~rrested by 
Sheriff Ward at the home of Taylor, about 
seven miles from Douglasville, several days 
ago. The young lady was at the house end 
it is said that she was ill at the time. 

Both Dr. Gardner and Tay*or were seen 
at the jail yesterday afternoon and they 
deny the charge against them. Dr. Gard- 
ner says he ts confident that he wi!! be able 
to prove his innocence and talks freely of 
the matter. While Taylor says he is in- 
nocent and that he has no fear of the out- 
come of the case, he saya very little. He 
would not discuss the matter except to say 
that the charges against both him and Dr. 
Gardner are absolutely false, 

What Dr. Gardner Says. 

Dr. Gardner was seen first, and though 
he said he 6aw.no reason why he should 
talk for publication, he answered all quves- 
tions. He says he will be out today and 
wants public opinion suspended until the 
final trial of the case. 

“The charge against me,” said*Dr. Gard- 
ner, “is absolutely false and Iwill be able 
to establish my innocence. I went to Tay- 
lor’s hdéuse in answer to a eall and not 
voluntarily. I went to treat his daughter, 
who he said was ill, and I was paid for the 
call. Nothing was said to me about a crimi- 
nal operation and I did not perform one. 
When I arrived at Taylor’s house I ate 
breakfast and then saw ‘the young girl. 
She said she Was suffering. I sat about 
the house all the morning and smoked and 
she was also at the house. The sheriff 
came and asked my name, which I readily 
gave him. He showed me the warrant and 
I went with him. I have absolutely no 
fear about the ultimate results of the case. 
I have done nothing of a criminal nature 
end will establish my innocence.” 

Dr. Gardner said he has the letter which 
Taylor wrote him and will produce it if 
necessary. This he says will prove that 
fe went there on a eall. He thinks there 
Brill be no necessity for using the letter. 

Dr. Gardner says he will be out today on 
a bond.

MANY OFFENDERS BEFORE THE COURT

Tce: docket having been cleared, Judge 
Candler adjourned the criminal court 
yesterday afternoon until tomorrow 

morning, when a few cases which were not 


ready for trial yesterday will be taken up 
and disposed of. 


The present session Has been a very busy 
one. Over thirty cases have been disposed 
of in two days, which eclipses the work of 
‘the court for any two days in its past his- 
tory. In many of the cases the 
defendants pleaded guilty, but the jury 
cases were rapidly ‘tried. 

The most important case that came be- 
fore the court was the trial of Pearl Man- 
ning for murder. It resulted in a mistrial. 
The jury was unable to agree after having 
been out for nearly twenty-four hours. It 
was badly divided, and when Judge Candler 
called it before him before dismissing it the 


foreman said it was impossible to agree 
upon a verdict. 


The larger number of the offenses which 
were brought before the court was for bur- 
glary and larceny. George Robertson " re- 
ceived a sentence of four years for stealing 
a horse. Jim Mims and Walter Edwards 
were sent to the public works for twelve 
months for stealing from a railroad car. 
Henry Holland and Fred Weaver received 


the same sentence for larceny from the 
person. ' 


Elbert Ramsey, for burglary, was given 
five years in the penitentiary. Alice John- 
son and Sallie Carter attempted robbery, 
and the jury recommended that they be 
sentenced for a misdemeanor. They each 
received twelve months in the chaingang. 
Seaborn Waites was given six months for 
larceny. Della Wilson, burglary, twelve 
months; Lewis Belcher, stole a horse, and 
was given four years. 

Foss Richardson, charged with a misde- 
meanor, was given a sentence of twelve 
months. Ed Ogletree stole from a car and 
was sentenced to twelve months’ imprison- 
ment. Fred Ellington was found guilty of 
burglary, was recommended for a misde- 
meanor and was sentenced to twelve 
months. Walter Partee received two years 
for larceny from the house. E. W. Fisher 
was convicted of forgery, but recommended 
by the jury, and received twelve months. 
Lewis Stephens, for twice stealing a cow, 
was sentenced to five years in the peniten- 
tiary. H. C. Moody, for bigamy, received 
two years in the pen. J. D. Harraison, for 
assault and battery, paid $100 fine. 

George Smith, for larceny from the house, 
received twelve months. Sam Ramsey was 
arraigned for larceny, but was adjudged a 
lunatic and. sent to the asylum. Henry 
Harris stole from a car and was sentenced 
to twelve months. Will Jackson, for bur- 
glary, was given twelve months. An indict- 
ment for bigamy against George Thomson 
was quashed. 


Had Many Schoolbooks.

This surprising fact-came to light y 

terday after DeGroot had made a state- 
ment for the press, saying that a mistake 
had been made in swearing out a warrant 
against him. DeGroot in his signed con- 
fession admits having used, during the 
time he has been the genera] southern 
agent of the company, nearly $3,000. Tho 
officials and attorneys of the company be- 
lieve he has taken much mgre ang they 
state that they have already traced a 
shortage of $3,500 and are still working 
up the crookedness of their agent. 
» Mr. W. W. Fling, who came here from 
Milwaukee to take charge of the office, and 
whose investigation led to the arrest of De- 
Groot, is. decidedly displeased at the ac- 
tion of the court in allowing DeGroot his 
freedom on a $500 bond when the alleged 
shortage amvuuris to seven times that 
amount, : ‘ 

A detective, however, is shadowing De- 
Groot, and it would be almost impossible 
for him to leave even if he so desired. Mr. 
Fling indulged in some very emphatic re- 
marks regarding this small bond yester- 
day. lle said it looked to him like a very 
strange action to release a man on a $500 
bond when the man was known to be guilty 
of taking $5,000 or, more. 

“I am surprised.at DeGroot,” 
Fling, ‘‘that he should attempt to deny 
that he is guilty of the shortage. Such a 
iman disgusts me. Why, three weeks ago 
he signed a statement admitting the short- 
age and giving an itemized statement of 
the different sumg collecte@d and used by 
him. He needn't deny anything. He has 
agreed to pey the company for the money 
he tock, and I guess he is trying to raise 
the amount, but my company regards the 
$3,000 as a loss. We have no wish to pros- 
ecute DeGroot, but I suppose the grand 
jury will take up the matter.” 

He Forged Roberts’s Name. 

Forgery is a new feature in the DeGroot 
cas?. It is charged that some time ago 
DcGréot signed the hanmie of Mr. Charley 
Roberts, of the Willer Manufacturing Com- 
pany, to a check for $125. This check was 
cashed at the Lowry bank and was sent by 
that bank to the Willer Manufacturing 
Company, on which it was drawn. The 
company at Milwaukee paid the check, but 
charged it up to Mr. Roberts. 

Mr. Roberts, it appears, was much sur- 
prised to find that his name had been 
signed to a check. He says he went to De- 
Groot and asked him if he had forged the 
check, and that DeGroot said he did not 
remember to have signed Mr, Roberts's 
name. He was then asked if he had re- 
ceived the money for the check and he 
again said he did not remember. Officials 
at the Lowry bank said yesterday ‘that 
this matter had been gettled@) Mr. Fling 
also stated that DeGroot had repai@ Mr. 
Roberts the money he had secured on the 
forged check. DeGroot’s friends say that 
he probably acted in good faith in signing 
Mr. Roberts’s name to the check, as both 
men were working for the same company, 
but it is stated by Mr. Roberts’s father 
that DeGroot and Mr. Charley Roberts had 
no business relations. But the matter of 
the check is settled and it is said that 
there will be no prosecution. 

DeGroot Has Been Expecting Arrest. 

Mr. Fling says that DeGroot hag been 
expecting arrest for months. “For the 
last two months,” said Mr. Fling, “that 
man has been looking for me to walk in 
that door and take the office. He has been 
looking for it, for he knew he would be 
detected. eGroot has been living alto- 
gether too high. He kept three servants, 
drove a handsome rig and lived in a style 
that was far beyond his means.” 

Mr. Walter R. Brown, the attorney for 
the Willer Manufacturing Company, will 
not talk about the case, but he intimates 
that his evidence is conclusive. He has 
in his hands the statement signed by De- 
Groot. This paper does not use any com- 
promising words, but DeGroot simply states 
that he collected certain sums of money 
for the company and used jt without ac- 
counting to the company. The ease will 
come up next Tu®sday.

Cadet Roper Writes to His Mother of 
the Situation. 


LIVELY TIMES AT ANNAPOLIS 


First Class Will Be Given Its Diplo- 
mas Monday and Enter Service 
in the Navy. 


The embryo naval officers at the United 
States naval academy at Annapolis are 


needed jn Uncle Sam’s navy, and to pre- 
pare them Secretary Long has ordered 
that the first class at that institution be 
graduated at once. 

Mrs. Gordon Roper, of Atlanta, has re- 
ceived a letter @nd a’ telegram from her 
son, Cadet: Walter G. Roper, stating that 
his class, which is the first, will be grad- 
uated next Monday and be placed at duty 
in the navy at once, 

The letter to Mrs. Roper came Sunday, 
and said that the order from Secretary 
Long had been received at the academy, 
and preparations were being made to give 
the first class its commissions and diplomas 
on Monday. The regular time for gradua- 
tion is in June, but it is presumed that the 
reason for such haste is the necessity of 
officers for the new ships which the gov- 
ernment is buying for her defense. 

Mrs. Roper received a telegram on Mon- 
day confirming -what her son’s letter con- 
tained. The letter further said that the 
cadets would be ordered either to Hampton 
Roads or to Key West. Mr. Roper wrote 
that it was probable the cadets, if they 
were sent to Key West, would pass through 
Atlanta, and he would be delighted to see 
his many friends here before going upon 
the seas with’ war in prospect. 

‘Mrs. Roper is very apprehensive over the 
indications of war, and dreads to see war 
come on with her son in the front, but 
Mr. Roper writes that he is anxious to get 
into the fray ‘and fight for what is right. 

The second class of cadets at the acad- 
emy has been advised to prepare for grad-

+ EDGEWOOD MEASURE 

Believes the Resolution Dees Net Strietly 
Follew the Law. 

JUDGE ANDERSON’S OPINION 


Veto Message Will Be Returned to 
Council Monday. 


RESOLUTION PROPOSED RAISING THE GRADE 


Council and Aldermanic Board Took 
Action on the Matter Several 
Days Ago. 

M his veto to the resolution looking to 
the raising of the grade on Edge- 


wood avenue and the papers were return- 
ed to council. The action of the mayor, 
which was outlined in yesterday’s Constt- 
tution, was the result of a conference held 
between the mayor and Judge James A. 
Anderson, city attorney. As a result of 
this conference and a study of the law in- 
volved, Judge Anderson handed down a 
decision adverse to the raising of the grade. 

The raising of the grade on Edgewood 
avenue has been under discussion and ad- 
visement for several weeks and the paper 
passed up by council had been before the 
mayor several days. The veto of the mayor 
caused no general surprise yesterday, as 
‘those who were familiar with the decision 
oi the city attorney understood that the 
rayor would veto the measure. 

The mayor yesterday. attached the fol- 
lowing explanation relative to the exer- 
cise of the veto power to the resolution 
of council and report of the street com- 
mittee: 

“To the Honorable General Council of the 
City of Atilanta—Gentlemen: I return here- 
with without my approval the action of 
the general council adopting the majority 
report of the street committee upon the res- 
olution of Councilman Howard in reference 
to raising the grade of Kdgewood avenue. 

“While the report of the committee upon 
its face seems to indicate that it was the 
purpose of the committee to recommend 
an appropriation of $2,000 from the fund 
‘ of streets ordinary to cover the cost of 
such work ag the city would have to do 
in addition to what might be done by the 
county authorities, it is clear that the 
legal effect of this report which was adopt- 
ed by the general council is to make an 
| additional appropriation of such an amount 
not exceeding the sum of $3,w.w as might be 
necessary to pay the damages to adjacent 
property caused by the raising of such 
grade, 

“If it is the desire and purpose of coun- 
cil to make provision for the expenditure 
of additional amounts im the prosecution 
of the proposed work, the appropriation 
therefor should be definite, specific and cer- 
tain, and the particular fund from which 
such appropriation is made should be 
named. 

“A clear and definite understanding should 
be had with the county authorities as to 
the precise items of expense in connection 
with such work said authorities are will-

Weman nature is woman 
nature the world over, The police of- 
ficers and magistrates who have nrade .a 
study of the question gay that the uned- 
ucated Woman of the slums who is accus- 
tomed to receive periodic beatings from 
her husband loves him’ all the better for 
that reason. A refined woman who would 
hate a man if he used violence toward her 
will never love him, to put it mildly, un- 
less he dominates her mentally. After all, 
the spirit js the same in the women'of both 
degrees. Equal righters an@ woman suf- 
fragists can prate all they please about 
the only happy relations between man and 
woman being that where neither bosses the 
other, and each has the same mental, moral 
and physical rights. There is no such ‘re- 
lation, and never will be, so lone as man 
nature is man nature and woman nature 
is woman nature, 

“In every relation of life between a man 
and a woman, in acquaintanceship, in 
friendship, in sweetheartship, and in mar- 
riage, either the man rules tee woman or 
the"woman rules the man. Both are much 
happier if the former condition exists and 
the relation will: continue much longer. 
If a man wants to hold a woman's inter- 
est, let him master her. Of course, there 
are Ways and ways of mastering a woman, 
and a clever man will never go at it in 
an aggressive, I-will-boss-you-or-die-trying 
manner.”’

_She will acknowledge that she wants al- 


ways to please the man she loves, and 
that deference to his opinions will be a 
pleasure to her in many instances, when 
she willingly sacrifices her individual] opin- 
fons. 

Again, woman does not prefer the dim- 
ineering man, for the instant she per- 
ceiveS that spirit in him or one to take 


advantage, she will without doubt find her 
love diminish to such an extent that she 
will not care to please him always and his 
ascendency over her will cease. 

Woman as naturally admires physical, 
mental and moral strength in men as men 
admire purity, gEentleneers and womanli- 
ness in womin, and ‘hat fact is another 
that assists man in the sway he enjoys 
over woman. 

She naturally looks up to him, expects 
of him great things; loving him, she is 
willing to be reasonably subservient, ‘he- 
cause Of woman’s love of approval and 
desire to please, 

But the moment he takes advantage and 
she finds it out, then he may beware. 

But the relations of women to men are 
so proverbially the same since men and 
women have been created and loved each 
other that they do not afford half the dis- 
cussions of interest as do the relations 
of woman to woman. 

What they are as individuals to one an- 
other is a subject too vast for even a 
general comment, but the relations of wo- 
men to each other in organized bodies pre- 
sents geome very lively subjects of discus- 
sion. As has been so often stated, the 
women belonging to an organization may as 
a rule be divided into three classes; those 
that go into it for the furtherance and 
development of the principles upon which 
the organization is based; those who go 
into it to learn what they can and imbibe 
knowledge by their associations with 
others, and those who go into it for no 
greater object than to attain prominence 
or notoriety through this medium. Organi- 
zations, it may be well to explain, do not 
necessarily mean clubs, but all bodies of 
women presumably united for a common 
purpose, Admitting these three classes as 
a rule predominating in bodies of women, 
one with experience cannot but perceive 
that a Jleader hag anything but an envia- 
ble position to fill. The greatest trouble 
she has to deal with is the inconsistency 
of women. They will elect a woman to an 
office and then invariably act toward her 
as if she had assumed the authority. Then 
if she aspires to a higher office they will 
discuss her “‘gelfish ambition” and her “‘de- 
termination to rise,’ forgetting that she 
has been placed there by them. Again, 
déspite the distinction that should be made, 
women, even in the best conducted organi- 
zations, will make a personal matter out 
of that which is not personal, and do not 
make a practice of justice toward one an- 
other. 

Frequently, too, their idea of buliding up 
one enterprise or organization is to tear 
down all athers and hours will be taken up 
daploring and _ criticising the doings of 
other bodies in the effort to uphold that to 
which they belong.

INSURANCE FIELD. 


Savannah's business men and the city 
council want to shelve Fire Chief Maguire. 
The insurance companies say that he is a 
failure as a fire chief and they have in- 
creased the insurance rate in that city 
to a figure which will cost the property 
owners who insure $40,000 more a year 
than they have been paying. 

To get rid of Maguire as chief of the fire 
department, it is proposed to create an- 
other office, that of fire marshal and elect 
him to it. He will not resign as chief and 
his friends in the fire commission refused 
to dismiss him. So it is now proposed to 
give him another job and put Captain H. 
M. Branch in as fire chief. Captain Branch 
was the commanding officer of the Savan- 
nah cadets for a number of years. He has 
never had any experience as the head of a 
fire department unless perhaps in the old 
volunteer days. However, it is thought 
that he can make the department more ef- 
ficient than it has been in the past and 
by preventing heavy fire losses bring about 
a reduction in the insurance rates. 


The lifa insurance companies had a bill 
up in the New York tegislature last week 
to relieve them of notifying policy hoiders 
when their premiums are due. During the 
debate in the senate it- was charged that 
the life companies Were using improper 
methods to get the mea&Sure passed, One 
senator announced’ fhat while he was 
speaking a lobbyist approached him ‘to 
make some explanation but the virtuous 
senator repelled him and ordered him out.

Committee on Electric Lights Meets 
To Discuss the Grave Situation.

The electric light committee of city coun- 
cil discussed the lighting of the city for 
more than an hour yesterday afternoon in 
an informal manner after the body had aad- 
journed. The discussion was from a se- 
rious standpoint, as it was shown the com- 
mittee that the light appropriation would 
be exhausted before the expiration of the 
fiscal year, and if the lights were continued 
on the present scale, there would be a de- 
licit.
